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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Binkley, et al reference discloses the 
emulation of systems in which an application is to run. Brinkley doesn't specificallly disclose a pos system, however, the examiner is 
interpretting the "development system" of Brinkley as the "point of sale system" of the present invention since the point of sale 
environment of the present invenition is used in place of the development system. In addition, the present invention teaches that the 
device is not specialized for a point of sale system until after it is emulated according to that system. In Brinkley, it is shown that the 
devices used are emulated to correspond with the development systems, therefore making those devices specialized for the developmenf 
systems or the pos systems of the present invention. Also, the combinstion of the Binkley and the Weber references teach the limitation^ 
of the claimed invention because the Weber reference discloses the use of JAVA applications in the context of developing applications 
on a target system. Weber also discloses a pos environment (See Col. 65, lines 47-53). . 
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
